WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.— De-

ONDON, Feb. 5—Every night from six until midnight a 
sharp air battle is fought between Britain and Germany. 
It is not fought by airplanes, but by broadcasts. 

The Nazis start out with an enormous advantage. Their cheaply 
priced, and therefore widely sold, “people's radio machines” are cleverly 
designed so that only German broadcasting stations can be received. 
As for owners of better radios—it is highly dangerous to listen in to an 
English broadcast. Not only is the Gestapo—the dreaded Nazi secret 
police—always on the snoop, but neighbors spy on neighbors in the 
endeavor to curry favor with the local Nazi bosslets. So when the Eng- 
lish broadcast special news bulletins in German, it is doubtful whether 
many Germans dare listen, 


BRITONS ADD PUNS 
TO HORRORS OF WAR 
UT Britain, a free country, does not block out German broadcasts. 
No man who listens in to these bulletins from Germany is in danger 
of his life or his liberty. 
Hence every night there are thousands of Britons who hear the 
German broadcasts in the English language. 


With that humor which never forsakes the British even when 
engaged in a life and death war, press, stage and public have labeled 
the man who speaks with an exaggerated English accent—“Lord 
Haw Haw.” Some even call him “Lord Hee Haw.” They make jokes 
about him. For instance, one reader wrote to his paper: 


“German bombers visited the Shetland Islands yesterday and at-|

tacked a warship. They missed the ship, but killed three sheep. 
expect Lord Haw Haw to claim tonight that ‘we sunk three warsheeps.’” 


SEE POISON IN HAW HAW'S 
SUGAR-COATED DELIVERY 


OWEVER, it is gradually sinking in that Lord Haw Haw is most 

insidious. Of course, when he tells the British that they are starv- 
ing, they merely laugh, because they know the facts. But he is danger- 
ous. because most of the time he mixes truths with half-truths and dis- 
guised lies. 

Part of his British public, recognizing the real truths, is apt to 
begin to believe the rest. Especially as Lord Haw Haw does not bel- 
low over the mike like Hitler and Goering and Goebbels. He talks 
quietly, with an air of such sweet reasonableness that people are apt 
to forget he is a paid Nazi propagandist, 


He speaks of the British often more in sorrow than in anger or hate. 


He is apt to bring to the mike some athlete, who is known in the British | 


Empire, and have him greet his former British comrades with a note of 
pain that the war is dividing them, 
BRITISH NOW FOLLOW NAZIS 
WITH COUNTER-BROADCAST 

HERE have been various guesses as to his identity. At one*time it 

was thought it was a Briton who had been convicted of treason to 
his country. At another time it was thought it was a former member 
of Mosley’s little Fascist outfit. But the greater likelihood is that he is 
either a former attache of the German embassy in London or a former 
German newspaper correspondent stationed in London. 

Whoever he is, the British government is being pressed to see to it 
that immediately after he has said his piece. a counter broadcast shall 
be made by Britain, setting forth at once its side of the matters discussed.

It was taken by Lansing from his 
files in the state department when 
he fell out with President Wilson 
and resigned in 1920. After his 
death his relatives returned it to 
the state department and congress

lish it. The letters will appear in 
two volumes of about 700 pages 
each. 

Mavy exchanges of private 
memoranda between the secret- 
ary of state and his president are 
included. In one, written in Aug- 
ust, 1915, Lansing stated his be- 
lief that a rupture of diplomatic 
relations with Germany was prob- 
able and analyzed the advantages 
the United States would receive 
from such a break. 

One of the most striking sections 
centres around the British nurse, 
Edith Cavell, whom the Germans 
shot on suspicion of spying and aid- 
ing prisoners to escape.

EXPLAINS AGREEMENT 


Release of the Lansing papers also} 


will bring greater clarification to 
one of the few items of “secret di- 
plomacy” in American history—the 
co-called Lansing-Ishii agreement 
between the United States and Ja- 


pan. In the agreement, signed in 
1917. the United States agreed to 
Japan's “special interests” in China. 


But in exchange Japan agreed that 
all nations should be on the same 
footing in China.

Murder on the High Seas 
“Twenty-two of the crew lost their 


lives when Nazi raiders raked two life- 
boats filled with 37 men.” 

This short sentence tells a story of 
brutality at sea that would shock the sen- 
sibility of mankind and bring protests 
from every government deserving to call 
itself civilized were it not that similar 
stories have become common and protests 
are known to be useless. Nothing can stop 
such atrocities but the overthrow of the 
Government which orders them, 

Their ship—a merchant ship of course 
—had been bombed and machine-gunned, 
ran ashore and caught fire. The sailors 
took to the boats to save their lives, only 
to be murdered, deliberately and without 
military purpose, by flying fiends. The 
airmen could, had they been so minded, 
have seen to it that their bullets missed 
the boats, and so have given technical 
obedience to orders while sparing helpless 
men, They chose to make themselves 
assassins when they didn’t have to. 

Such things make it hard to remember 
that we are fighting the Nazi government 
only, not the German people. 


A Chance for New Business 


Before the outbreak of war Germany 
had built up an extensive trade with 
countries in South America. In 1938 it 
supplied countries in that continent with 
more than 16 per cent of their total im- 
ports of $1,138,000,000; and took an equiv- 
alent amount of their products in return 
under the dollar-for-dollar barter policy. 
This trade was one of the profitable as- 
sets of Germany which Herr Hitler cast 
away when he decided to stake everything 
on a throw of dice with fate. It is “gone 
with the wind” so far as German indus- 
tries, industrial workers, importers and 
exporters are concerned. 

Officials in the department of com- 
merce have estimated that Canada is in 
position to capture some $247,000,000 
worth of this trade which Germany has 
lost. We already do what has been con- 
sidered a quite substantial amount of busi- 
ness with South American countries, total- 
ling in the last fiscal year $13,256,000 
of exports and $21,657,000 of imports 

«from them. But these are small figures in 
comparison to the calculated opportunity 
for expansion, They suggest our trade 
with that continent may be increased eight 
or ten times if energetic efforts are made 
to realize this opportunity. 

Since many of the South American 
countries produce for export the same 
-kinds of farm products Canada produces 
in export quanities, it is the sale of other 
than farm products that will have to be 
sought there. In the main those countries 
import manufactured goods, hence Can- 
adian industrial interests stand to 
benefit directly, These imports include 
railway and other heavy equipment and a 
long and varied list which takes in certain 
kinds of clothing and farm implements. 


The outlook is for busy times in Can- 
adian industrial centres if a resolute at- 
tempt is made to develop sales in South 
America, while at the same time keeping 
up the output of munitions and supplies 
for our own and the other Allied armies 
and peoples, 

While less, the interest of western 
Canada in this industrial outlook is not 
less real than that of the eastern in- 
dustrialized provinces. The more the 
manufacturers sell, abroad or at home, the 
more men they will employ, and the larger 
will be the demand for the products of 
western farms. 


Unemployment Insurance 

During the years of severe depression, 
any suggestion to set up an unemployment 
insurance system was met by the objection 
that the time was not favorable; so large 
a proportion of the population had no in- 
come that the drain on those who wer 
earning would be insupportable. There 
was a good deal of merit in the argument. 
In fact the truth was so apparent that 
unemployment insurance was by common 
consent relegated to the list of proposals 
to be considered when times got better. 

The times have considerably improved, 
industrial employment being at its highest 
all-time level, and general unemployment 
steadily declining. Accordingly the Dom- 
«inion Government reopened negotiations 
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with the provinces, the announced purpose 
being to introduce an unemployment in- 
surance scheme at the session called for 
ten days ago. With the dissolution, this 
and all other legislative proposals went 
.over until parliament meets again. That 
the situation is now sufficiently improved 
to make it reasonable to undertake such a 
scheme most people will probably agree. 

Not so the Montreal Gazette. It 
argues that “If war orders have increased 
employment to an extent which has ap- 
preciably repulsed economic distress, it 
needs to be realized that any betterment 
achieved under such circumstances is 
bound to be temporary;”’ wherefore noth- 
ing should be done at present about in- 
troducing unemployment insurance. The 
reasoning is that whereas many of those 
now employed—and therefore able to con- 
tribute to the fund—may be unemployed 
after a while, the conditions are not favor- 
able for setting up an insurance scheme. 

The question arises; just what condi- 
tions would be suitable for instituting such 
a system, and when may we expect those 
conditions to come about? If unemploy- 
ment insurance must not be attempted 
when unemployment is a nation - wide 
problem, nor when it is steadily shrinking 
toward normal proportions, the conclu- 
sion seems inevitable that there never was 
and never will be a time when in the judg- 
ment of the “antis’’ an insurance scheme 
could be set in operation to the general 
advantage, or even without threatening 
to bankrupt the country. 

The Gazette is backing Dr. Manion in 
his plan to set up a cabinet of nameless 
“best brains” drawn from quarters not 
revealed. It would seem to be in order 
for Dr. Manion to explain whether his 
program for a coalition Government in- 
cludes tossing the unemployment insur- 
ance proposal into the waste basket for 
another five years. 


Editorial Notes 


The Government of Ontario is again 
hoisting the tax on corporations—most of 
which do a good deal of their business and 
earn a large proportion of their revenue in 
other provinces. Perhaps the idea is to 
help win the war by beating the Dominion 
budget to the scratch and drawing into the 
provincial treasury revenue which might 
otherwise go into the war chest at Ottawa. 


In a broadcast address, Premier Dala- 
dier made a definite suggestion that the 
war may spread into the Balkans, for 
which possibility the Allies have prepared 
by organizing a large army in Syria. He 
warned against underestimating the mili- 
tary strength of Germany, and called on 
each Frenchman to be “at the place where 
he is most useful.” The time is too critical, 
surely, for the people of any of the Allied 
countries to seriously consider “swapping 
horses,” by dismissing ministers who have 
been successfully working out its allotted 
share of the war effort and replacing them 
by men new to the task, who could only 
be assumed to be able to handle it better 
or as well.

Up till this time the father supported the 
family, but after several moves to dodge pay- 
ment of rent, kindly church workers came to the 
aid of the family in the winters of 1912 and 1913. 
Thereafter they lived on charity. In the years 
from 1915 to 1919, four more evidences of their 
parents’ virility arrived in the persons of Robert, 
Isabelle, Laura and Clarence. The fact that all 
were mental defectives was hidden from organ- 
izations that fed and clothed the family. 

By 1919 the fecundity of the second gener- 
ation began to express itself. Grace, now 18, 
arrived home bearing her first-born illegitimate 
child, while the marriage and confinement of 16- 
year-old Gladys were celebrated simultaneously. 
Thereafter Gladys and her husband embarked 
upon a separate career of raising a large family 
of defectives for the city to support. 

From 1920 till 1923 three more children were 
born to the Smiths. All the elder children were 
neighborhood pests, known for their general 
lawlessness and rowdy conduct. Clarence “just 
for fun” pushed a four-year-old child over a 100- 
foot cliff. The father refused all offers of work, 
but as a successful panhandler made payments 
on a house, bought a player piano, and made a 
$10 down payment on an aged car, The car was 
really their undoing, for the first trip they made 
in it was to an adjacent town to be married 
according to law, and to legitimize their surviv- 
ing 13 children, Previously they had got along 
like rabbits in a hutch; now that they were 
legally married, Mr. Smith commenced to beat 
his wife. So at the age of 43 Mrs. Smith started

Up to the Voters 


One of the interesting things in the various 
comments on the situation was the attitude of 
C.C.F. leaders. Mr. Woodsworth declared that 
if Mr. Hepburn and Colonel Drew thought they 
could run the war better than the present gov- 
ernment they should get into federal politics. 
Mr, Coldwell considered the attack unjustified 
and in bad taste. He said: “Few will believe 
there was any room for criticism. The Cana- 
dian Government is carrying out a war plan 
formulated in conjunction with the Imperial 
Government ahd there is no suggestion from 
any quarter, other than the Ontario Legislature, 
that the plan is not being carried out according 
to schedule.”

The co-opera- 
tion is complete. The plans are carefully laid 
in consultation and according to the needs of the 
war situation. It is necessary that within Can- 
ada there be equally good team work and there 
has been from citizens of the Dominion if not 
from two or three minor politicians. If the good 
team work is to continue it is necessary that 
these fellows be liquidated, as Mr. Duplessis 
was liquidated, in the democratic manner.—Sas- 
katoon Star-Phoenix. 


The Long View 


Like other prominent Canadian business 
leaders, J. A. McLeod, president of the Bank 
of Nova Scotia, takes the long view of Canada’s 
war effort. In his address to the annual meeting 
of the shareholders Mr. McLeod spoke of the 
importance of Canada’s export trade. 

“There is no easy way to finance war,” Mr. 
McLeod reminded the meeting, but among the 
methods to pay the cost the income from export 
trade is of real importance. A flow of exports 
for the Allies. Since Canada is becoming a great 
supply house for the Allied nations this is vital. 
Export trade, also, provides income to meet other 
expenses of the war effort—and they are great. 

But Mr. McLeod very properly stressed the 
long view. Development and expansion of an 
export trade in “peacetime” goods establishes a 
business which outlasts the war, a business of 
permanency to enrich this country in the future. 
That future must be considered throughout the 
war activity. Everyone knows that the change 
from wartime to peacetime economy must in- 
evitably call for some readjustment. Leaders in 
business and government must make their plans 
with an eye to stability, in order that the shocks 
of that inevitable readjustment will be minim- 
ized as thoroughly as possible. 

“Peacetime” export trade, such as Mr. Mc- 
Leod suggests, is an important safeguard against 
the upheaval which must follow the war. 
—Halifar Chronicle. 


Apology From Russia 


Russian airplanes a few days ago dropped 
bombs on Swedish and Norwegian territory 
close to the Finnish frontier. Now Moscow has 
apologized and tension has relaxed in both the 
Scandinavian kindoms. The apology was s0 po- 
lite in tone, and so sharply at variance from 
Russian behavior toward the Scandinavian neu- 
trals in recent weeks, that it raises a number of 
questipgns. Can it be read as a sign that Russia 
has no intention of going farther and attacking 
Sweden in the immediate future? Does it show 
that Stalin, like the Anglo-French Allies and 
Hitler, is content with “one war at a time’? 

The Moscow press has been carrying on a 
war of vituperation against Sweden and Nor- 
way for several weeks, but this kind of thing is 
nothing new. The Germans often whipped up 
similar press campaigns against Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland, and let them die down again, long 
before the moment had come for an attack with 
arms, So the shouts of the Russian newspapers 
are not necessarily a prelude to the roar of guns 
and the: blast of bombs, It must be clear to the 
masters of the Kremlin that Sweden and Nor- 
way cannot be intimidated by editorials in 
Pravda. Russia’s army is badly tangled in the 
snow-covered forests of northern Finland; an 


invasion of Sweden is out of the question until . 


Finland's waistline has been cut and the Soviet 
troops can stand on the railroad around the tip 
of the Gulf of Bothnia. Even if the Finns get 
no large-scale help from abroad, they seem con- 
fident of surviving on the central front until 
March or April. Russia's apology may show that 
Scandinavia can at least look forward to a few 
weeks’ breathing spell.—New York Times. 


Canada in War 


Nothing could be more timely for Canada 
prosecution of the war than the 
general election called by Premier King. The 
unanswerable argument for it is Canada’s need 
to form its ranks anew before spring confronts 
the world with total war.

It certainly had no mandate to carry on the war. 
It had no assurance of full public support. 

Democracy thrives on the soi] of public 
opinion, grows stronger and is refreshed when 
it appeals to the people and abides by their 
decision. The new parliament which will go 
back to Ottawa in early April will contain many 
new men, will have a new vigor both in the 
Government and in the Opposition. 

But the important thing is that it will come 
back without any doubts, without any question 
in its own mind concerning the only issue of 
these times.—Vancouver Sun,

He 
took up land in the Poplar Lake dis- 
trict. where he made his home. In
